TELLS OF SUICIDE PLANS 


Would Have Killed Self Rather 
Than Be Tried For 
Murder 


July .25.—Sledge 
mer blows were struck by 
state late today in its 
sent Nathan Leopold, Jr., and 
Richard Loeo, the dapper young 
college students to the gallows for 
the kidnapping and murder of 
little Robert Franks. 

One by one, three detective ser- 
geants who had custody of the 
hoys prior to and immediately after 
they confessed the brutal crime, 
mounted the witness stand in Justice 
Caverl’s court and painted pictures 
of them, of Leopold particularly, as 
boys without sentiment, conscious, 
cold, heartless and brutal. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon all the 
state’s one hundred odd witnesses 
had been exhausted with the except- 
jon of the alienists and not caring to 
procede with thése in the short time 
remaining of today’s Session the at- 
torneys agreed to an adjournment 
untill0 o’clock Saturday morning. 

“Murder in my code is not a crime. 
My crime was in getting caught and 
had I realized I was being trapped 
I would have killed myself and 
taken a couple of policemen with 
me.” etal 

This was the statement of Leopold 
as outlined by the fragmatic Detect- 
ive Sergeant Crot, one of these ar- 
resting officers on the witness stand. 

Of his victim and his victim's 
family, Leopold is said to have de- 
clared, in answer to a question as 
to whether or not he was sorry for 
them: .

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DOMINANT KSSUES FOR 1924 

According to the views of republican leaders the tariff and 
the League of Nations will be dominant issues in the campaign of 

1924. This is made clear by platform declarations and by the 
known attitude of the candidates. Of course a very material factor 
will be the amazing record the republican administration has made 
in the reduction of expenses, the reduction of the national debt, 
and reduction of taxes, but, since the democrats commend these 
policies, there can be no issue upo nthem. There is, however, a 
direct issue on the tariff and the league. 

The republican convention adhered to its traditional tariff 
policy. The platform declares that ‘we reaffirm our belief in the 
protective tariff to extend needed protection to our productive in- 
dustries. We believe in protection as a national policy with equal 
regard to all sections and to agriculture and industry.” The 
tariff plank endorses the flexible tariff rates on the basis of differ- 
ance in cost of production here and abroad as a “‘safeguard against 
excessive duties and against too low customs charges.” 

The democratic convention declared for a ‘competitive tariff,” 
or one which will permit “effective competition.” A tariff which 
permits “‘effective competition,” of course is one that permits the 
foreign producer to compete successfully with the American pro- 
ducer. In order to compete successfully, the foreigner must sell 
his goods in the American market, which means the displacemnt 
of American goods and the curtailment of American production 
the lessening of American employment, and the cutting of American 
wages. 

President Coolidge stands for the republican protective tariff, 
principle. Mr. Davis, the democratic nominee, has made his tariff 
views known on numerous occasions. Last January he wrote a 
letter to the West Virginia democratic state executive committee | 
in which he advocated “removal of all artifical barriers.” Shortly | 
after writing that letter Mr. Davis declared an address i in Philadelphia 
in which he urged a revision of the tariff ‘on a competitive and 
revenue basis.” He denounces the present rpublican tariff and 
dmands that it be “scrapped.” He is for a tariff for revenue only, 
which means opposition to a tariff for protection. 

Thus the historic issue between the republican and democratic 
parties is presented again this year not only by platforms but by 
the personal views of the candidates. 

The issue is just as clear on the League of Nations. It is true! 
that the democratic platform tried to hedge on the question by 
proposing a “referendum,” which Newton D. Baker showed to be 
impractical, but the platform put the party on record as still favoring 
the league. According to the New York Times, “John D. Davis was 
one of the strongest supporters of Woodrow Wilson and of the 
League of Nations.” 

The republican platform is definite on that subject. It says, 
’ “This government has definitely refused membership in the, Lague 

of Nations and to assume -any obligations under the covenant of 

the league. On this we stand. “‘In his first message to congress, 

President Coolidge said that “Our country has definitely refused 

to adopt and ratify the covenant of the League of Nations. I am 

not proposing any change in that policy ; neither is the senate. 

The incident, so far as we are concerned, is closed.” 

, As between these. two issues, the tariff will undoubtedly be 


most prominent, for domestic problems have always been of most 
interest to the people.
